This deed made and entered into this the 12th day of Decem-— 
ber 1803, by Wm. J. Milham’and Mollie E. Milham his wife parties of 
the first part and Nancy T. Orr, Lavina M. Orr and Sarah K. Umbarger 
parties of the second part, and all of Lee County Virginia; 

Witnesseth; That for and in consideration of the sum of Three 
hundred. dollars paid and to be paid by the said second parties to 
the said Wm. J. Milham as follows; One hundfed dollars thereof in 
hand paid, the receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, and one 
hundred dollars thereof on or before the 15th day of March 1904, 
and the residue that is the sum of One hundred dollars twelve months 
after this date wheeh deferred payments are evidenced by the notes 
of the said second parties except as to Lavina WM. Orr bearing date 
to day, and with interest from this date, they the said parties of 
the first part reserving a vendors lien in and upon the same to bet— 
ter secure the payments of the said deferred payment, do and each 
of them doth hereby give, Zrant, bargain and sell and convey unto 
the said second parties one certain lot or parcel of land lying and 
being in Lee County Virginia, in the town of Pennington Gap and 
known on the plat and plan of said town as lot number two in Block
